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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 38 and 46 are objected to because of the following informalities: the 
newly added language "the coil segments having curved portions" is unclear. It is 
unclear whether applicant is simply defining the individual windings of the coil or 
another structural characteristic of the coil. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 38-40,44-47,49, and 51-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent No. 5,591,198 to Boyle et al. 

Boyle discloses a stent that include a coil section (15) that is longer than two 
serpentine segments (25,30). The stent can be made of stainless steel (column 4, line 
44) and expanded by a balloon (35) (column 4, lines 12-39). Boyle states that the 
length of the stent can range from 5 mm to 50 mm and the diameter can range from 
0.001-0.015 inch (less than 0.4 mm) (column 4, lines 40-42). Boyle is considered to 
meet the new limitations, since the coil can be described as having "curved portions." 
Adjacent "portions" are annularly aligned (each winding of the coil has the same 
position relative to the longitudinal axis) and the portions are longitudinally offset 
(they are spaced along the longitudinal axis). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or 
described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject 
matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary 
skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by 
the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 41,43,48, and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Boyle in view of US Patent No.6,258,117 to Camrud et al. 

Boyle fails to form the stent to be self-expanding. Camrud discloses another 
multi-section stent and teaches that both balloon expandable and self-expanding 
stents are well known in the art (column 7, lines 20-30) and gives multiples examples 
of suitable materials, including steel (column 5, lines 53-60). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form 
the stent of Boyle to be self-expanding, as taught by Camrud, so that a balloon 
catheter is not required to deploy the stent. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 /29/05 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1. 1 1 1(c) because 
they do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims 
present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the objections 
made. Further, they do not show how the amendments avoid such references or 
objections.
